phy sicians and ev en neu rologists hold to this as­ 
sociation, many of u s are more inclined to believ e 
that the association is chance rather than cau sal. 
The im portance of this to a y ou ng m other, su ch 
as y ou , is that y ou need not ex pect the “post­ 
partu m depression” to follow each pregnancy and 
thu s discou rage y ou from hav ing more children. 
As to shock treatm ents, they are both safe and 
effectiv e for relief of depressions when condu cted 
by ex perienced phy sicians u nder proper au spices.

The Risks Kennedy Takes 
By Deferring Tax Reform

W ASHINGTON — President 
Kennedy still shows no aw are­ 
ness of the seriou s plight of the 
Am erican economy today . At his 
Thu rsday news conference he 
made no mention of the continu ­ 
ing 
demands 
of 
labor-u nion 
leaders who seek to increase 
w'age oosts. Nor did he indicate 
any change in the A dm inistra­ 
tion’s policy in forcing a “profit 
sq u eeze” by condemning price 
increases that are designed to 
take care of su ch labor costs. 
This 
dilemma, 
howev er, 
has 
been the basic cau se of the 
stock m arket’s recent collapse. 
Mr. Kennedy chose to regard 
the m arket’s fall as merely the 
natu ral resu lt of the ov erpricing 
of secu rities and the ending of 
an era of Inflation. He thinks 
it’s all ju st specu lativ e and — 
like President Hoov er in 19 29 — 
he is argu ing that conditions 
are fu ndam entally sou nd. 
The President doesn’t seem to 
hav e m ade u p his mind ju st 
when a general tax cu t that 
m ight be helpfu l to economic 
progress shou ld be made. For 
he talked v agu ely at his news 
conference abou t postponing ac­ 
tion on su ch a m easu re till the 
session of Congress which be­ 
gins nex t Janu ary . He said the 
bill cou ld be m ade retroactiv e 
so it wou ld take effect on the 
first of nex t y ear. Bu t it’s diffi­ 
cu lt to do this, as the w'hole na­ 
tion of tax pay ers will find it 
hard 
to estim ate 
their tax es 
w'hile Congress is debating a 
change in rates. Also, the P res­ 
ident 
has tied into the 
same 
m easu re w hat he calls “offset­ 
ting” 
tax reform s to 
close 
“loopholes” and cu t down loss 
of tax rev enu e. The President 
adm its the net tax redu ction 
will not be large. This will mean 
long debate and delay . 
May be 
Mr. 
Kennedy 
thinks 
that Congress, w'hich is to get 
the tex t of his tax proposals at 
the end of this su mmer, will be 
u nder 
su ch pressu re from tile 
people that an ex tra session may 
hav e to be called afte r the Con­ 
gressional elections in Nov ember 
to enact the bill. 
Possible Boomerang 
Bu t these tactics cou ld boom- 
rang. The people wou ld be v ot­ 
ing then on an ex pectation in­ 
stead of a concrete piece of leg­ 
islation. Is this fair to the peo­ 
ple. A ren't they entitled to know 
in adv ance what their tax es will 
be for the y ear ahead, and to 
hav e a chance to v oice approv al 
or 
disapprov al 
at 
the 
polls? 
Practical politics m ay dictate the 
answer that it is better to keep 
the people gu essing and let them 
hope they may get m ore than 
they really will. To tell them ex ­ 
actly how little they will receiv e 
when they hav e been led to ex ­ 
pect m ore—is not su pposed to be 
a wise strategy a few weeks be­ 
fore an election. 
The whole approach is politi­ 
cal. 
The 
A dm inistration 
isn’t 
really anx iou s to grant any tax 
cu t. It doesn’t actu ally plan to 
let the corporation-lax rate go 
clown v ery ' mu ch, if at all. The 
sop to the indu strial w'orld is 
su pposed to be in the form of 
two tax benefits. One, which will 
not be enacted by law bu t by re­ 
v ising ex isting Treasu ry regu la­ 
tions, wou ld permit certain in-

The other would l>e 
a law giv ing to certain industries 
an 8 per cent inv estment credit. 
But this applies only to new ma­ 
chinery and equipment.

This is a figu re 
picked ou t. of the air by his ad­ 
v isors who represent the school 
of thou ght which holds that a 
tax cu t periodically necessary to 
prev ent too great a drain on the 
economy by tax es within a giv en 
period. 
The American .people, on the 
other hand, aren’t worry ing to­ 
day abou t how the tax totals 
m ight theoretically become too 
big a slice of a prosperou s econ­ 
omy . 
W hat they w ant to see

They then can w orry 
abou t w hether too mu ch money 
is being taken ou t for tax es.

Kennedy still shows no aware­ 
ness of the serious plight (rf the 
American economy today. At his 
Thursday news conference he 
made no mention of the continu 
mg 
demands 
of 
labor-union 
leaders who seek to increase 
wage costs. Nor did he indicate 
any change in the Administra­ 
tion’s policy in forcing a ‘ profit 
squeeze" by condemning price 
increases that are designed to 
take care of such labor costs. 
TOis 
dilemma, 
however, 
has 
been 
the basic cause of the 
stock market's recent collapse. 
Mr. Kennedy chose to regard 
the market’s fall as merely the 
natural result of the overpricing 
of securities and the ending of 
an era of inflation. He thinks 
it’s all just speculative and — 
like President Hoover in 1929— 
he is arguing that conditions 
are fundamentally sound. 
The President doesn’t seem to 
have made up his mind just 
when a general tax cut that 
might be helpful to economic 
progress slum Id lie made.

It is when we refuse to lead 
the way by our own "acts of 
doing" that Johnny and Crissie 
liecome disobedient and insubor­ 
dinate. 
It is when we sit down on our 
rank as father or mother, refus­ 
ing to initiate the action we 
want Johnny or Crissie to take 
that they refuse action, too. It 
is when we plead or scold for 
obedience instead of leading with 
action that our wishes are in­ 
creasingly ignored. It is in our 
secret feeling that our rank as 
father or mother entitles us to 
obedience that we lose authority 
over children. 

We are 
using the inert power of rank 
instead 
of the living

I beg you to ponder General 
Stilwell’.* statement. He is say­ 
ing exactly w’hat our child guid­ 
ance experts say when they tell 
us to "help" Johnny put away 
his toys.

We suspect them of trying to 
undermine our family authori­ 
ty. And in a way we are right.

The front yard of your home 
may express the back yard of 
your mind. So says one of the 
country’s 
better-known 
land­ 
scape architects. 
“People who have messy psy­ 
chic problems have messy psy­ 
chic landscapes when they try to 
work out their own landscaping. 
They project their own problems 
into landscaping like they do 
everything else." 
But don't run to a window to 
look out on your front yard to 
see if the back yard of your 
mind is showing. It isn’t. 
True, a landscape architect 
might not approve of where you 
planted the azaleas. He might 
even shudder at »the way you've 
mixed colors in your window 
boxes, because plants and plant- i 
ing are his business. But he 
doesn’t 
know 
anything 
about 
your mind—and he can’t tell 
anything about it 
from your 
front yard. 
If your children are more im­ 
portant to you than landscaping 
—your yard could be a landscape 
artist’s nightmare—and still be 
exactly right for your family. 
Because if the children are 
important, then you’ve probably 
had to plant around a baseball 
diamond or loaned your biggest, 
most 
beautiful 
tree 
to 
the 
small fry for a tire swing or 
tree house. 
You probably have a path that 
leads to the house next door 
—if there are children in th# 
house next door. And in the 
summer, there may be a lemon­ 
ade stand cluttering up your 
front lawn. 
You know something that th# 
landscape a r c h i t e c t quoted 
doesn’t seem to know-: That for 
a family with young children a 
yard isn’t a frame for a house, 
or a plot of ground to be used 
for the sole purpose of impress­ 
ing passers-by, or even a "prob­ 
lem” to be turned over to a 
landscape architect to solve. It s 
free space where your children 
can run and play and climb and 
build and grow. 
And, if during the years when 
your children are young, your 
yard looks more like a well-worn 
playground than a beautiful job 
of landscaping, it doesn’t teli a 
thing about you except that your 
children are more important to 
you than your yard.

Ca rl La emmle fo unded the co m­ 
pa ny in New Yo rk City on Ju ne 
I, 1912. That makes it older than 
a ny o ther mo v ie empire, 
bu t 
y o ung er tha n many leading men. 
Univ ersa l ha s alway s seemed 
y o ung , despite its half-centu ry of 
ex istence. From the start it was 
a scra ppy Utile independent,.fight­ 
ing the big stu dios with nerv e 
and talent. It has u ndergone many 
a cha ng e in operation, and soon 
will get its biggest change. 
I can’t report on the early 
day s, bu t the film history books 
record that Laemmle was a bat­ 
tler. He stood u p to the tru st that 
controlled the indu stry in the 
spawning day ’s by strict eratorce- 
ment of patents. A cru sty little 
German 
immigrant, 
he shared 
what other mov ie pioneers had: 
An instinct for entertainment. 
Laemmle may well hav e start­ 
ed the star sy stem by hiring 
Florence Lawrence at 51.000 a 
week and billing Mary Pidcford 
with her own name, instead of 
“the girl with the cu rls." 
He started bu ilding the sprawl­ 
ing Univ ersal Jot ju st ov er the 
hill from Holly wood in 1914. The 
stu dio boasts that it is the big­ 
gest single lot in town—" bigger 
than Princess Grace's Monaco." 
It is also the only stu dio with its 
own post office—Univ ersal City . 
Laemmle sold ou t in 1935, bu t 
the stu dio kept u p his policy of 
making films cheap, good and 
often. 
Univ ersal thriv ed du ring 
the war boom. 
Another change in management 
saw’ the take-ov er by William 
Goetz and Leo Spdtz with their 
International Pictu res. This led 
to the redu ndant and bothersome 
title of Univ ersal-International. 
The Goetz-Spitz combine con­ 
centrated on qu ality films with 
fair resu lts. 
Lacking hit produ cts, Univ ersal 
shu t dowu for a sou l-searching 
period. Ev entu ally it sold the 
stu dio property to the bu stling 
new’ telev ision giant, Rev u e, and 
rented back space. 
Univ ersal conv erted to a policy 
of a few, specially tailored films, 
hopefu lly blockbu sters. 
Now Univ ersal is on the v erge 
of a merger with Rev u e. With 
su ch 
an 
infu sion 
of 
energy , 
Laemmle's lot is likely to be in 
bu siness for another 50 y ears.
